TAKING A GAMBLE 


City’s summer reading 
program wins M-Rahm’s 
bet with Jimmy Fallon

Mayor Emanuel is a gambling man. 

It’s paid off... again. 

More than 83,000 children in Chicago 
read a collective total of 2.7 million books 
this summer as part of the free Rahm’s 
Readers Summer Learning Challenge, 
Mayor Emanuel’s office is set to announce 
Monday 

That’s more than the goal of 2.4 million 
Emanuel set when he raised the stakes in 
June with late night TV host Jimmy Eal- 
lon that if Chicago’s kids read that many 
books this summer Eallon would tape an 
episode in Chicago. 

It would be the first time “The Tonight 
Show” has come to Chicago since 1998. 

Eallon tried to up the goal to ii million 
books but the mayor stuck to 2.4 million, 
joking that a local accounting firm would 
tabulate the results. Einally Eallon said, “I 
love to go to Chicago,” and shook Emanu- 
el’s hand to seal the deal. 

There was no way the mayor was go- 
ing to lose that bet. And the kids backed 
him up and exceeded the goal. They were 
encouraged to spend at least 20 minutes a 
day reading and together racked up a to- 
tal of 66 million minutes reading over the 
summer months. 

“It’s time to pick a venue, Jimmy” 
Emanuel said in a news release. ‘And we 
have plenty of places in Chicago that 
would be perfect for your show” 

Attempts to reach “The Tonight Show” 
for comment were unsuccessful. 

That deal came on the heels of a Twitter 
dare with Eallon to take the Polar Plunge 
in March to benefit Special Olympics. Eal- 
lon suited up and ran into the frigid Lake 
Michigan. In return, the mayor accepted 
Eallon’s invite to appear on his show 

Emanuel initially signed up to jump 
in the lake after he issued a challenge for 
children in the Rahm’s Readers program 
to read two million books in the summer 
of 2013. Well, they did and so he did. 

“We set high expectations last summer 
for the kids of Chicago, and we have seen 
time and again that our children not only 
meet the challenge but go above and be- 
yond the goal,” Emanuel said.

Debit versus credit 


Studies: Millennials turn 
to debit cards to avoid 
using credit cards, cash

What have you been swiping lately? 

A report from bankrate.com showed that 
nearly two- thirds of adults younger than 30 
don’t have a credit card. A separate poll from 
creditcards.com recently found that the same 
age group isn’t using cash as often as older 
people, either. What does that leave? 

“Millennials, they love their debit cards,” 
said Jeanine Skowronski, a credit card analyst 
at Bankrate. “By and large, I think what’s go- 
ing on is that Millennials are extremely debt- 
averse. They grew up or are looking for a job 
in a time when the economy really is not that 
good.” 

Or, in the case of Christine Buzard, it just 
hasn’t been a priority 

“I’m pretty good about paying my biUs and 
everything like that,” said Buzard, 23, who 
lives in Lakeview “It’s just been the hassle of 
starting it, which sounds silly, but I haven’t 
gotten there yet.” 

^s, avoiding credit cards makes it less like- 
ly that consumers will get over their heads in 
debt. But there are some big disadvantages to 
using debit over credit, Skowronski said. 

First of all, if your debit card information is 
used fraudulently then it’s your checking ac- 
count on the line— not just your credit limit. 
Plus, by law, your liability for credit card fraud 
can be less severe than it is with debit. 

“Credit cards have a little bit better protec- 
tions,” Skowronski said. “By law, cardholders 
could be held liable for up to $50 with a credit 
card, and with debit, it’s up to $500 if you re- 
port within 60 days.” 

Secondly without a credit card, you use 
some of what Skowronski terms “short-term 
liquidity”— you don’t have a cushion in case of 
emergencies. When Buzard’s bank invalidated

If you love using your debit card, here are 
tips from Bankrate’s Jeanine Skowronski 
on how to manage them responsibly. 

» Check your checking account every 
day to catch potential fraud as soon as 
possible. “It’s really about constantly 
monitoring your account,” she said. “Go 
in there every day, log in and look at all of 
the charges.” 

» Set up text or email alerts if your bank 
offers them. That way, you’ll know if your 
checking account balance dips below a 
certain amount. 

» Be very careful of overdrafts. “That’s a 
$25 or $35 fee,” Skowronski said, and that 
can snowball the longer the problem is 
left unaddressed. 


her debit card pre-emptively afterTarget’s data 
breach last year, she had to start using checks. 

“I felt like my mom at the grocery store 
when I was little,” she said. 

Most importantly, credit cards are a way to 
build a credit score— and without a decent 
score, it will be difficult to buy a home or a car. 

That’s a paradox of the credit system: If you 
avoid credit cards out of a sense of financial re- 
sponsibility, you can’t prove to future lenders 
that you actually are financially responsible. 

There are other, smaller ways that relying 
on a debit card can trip you up. You may need 
it to rent a car; you could pile up overdraft 
fees; you could cut yourself off from better 
rewards and warranties. 

Buzard said she intends to get a credit card 
sooner rather than later, and is confident she 
will use it responsibly 

“It’s definitely been on my list of things to 
do to establish credit as an adult in the world,”

PUBLIC TRANSIT 

Edge: Bears. No contest. It took about 
three hours and about $13 to take three 
trains from my hotel adjacent to the San 
Francisco airport to Levi’s Stadium. Though 
the light rail drops off just feet from the 
Levi’s Stadium entrance, I’d rather do the 
long walk of game from the CTA Roosevelt 
stop in the South Loop. It’s less expensive 
and takes less time. It shouldn’t take the 
length of the game to get to the game. 

Best in the NFL: MetLife Stadium (N.Y. 

Jets and Giants). When it comes to public 
transit, nothing beats the New York-area 
metro system. Still, there was little compe- 
tition because many stadiums are in transit 
deserts and are only accessible by car or 
carrier pigeon. 



PROXIMITY TO 
AIRPORT 

Edge: Bears. The trick to Levi’s 
Stadium is to fly into San Jose’s 
airport, which is closer than the 
San Francisco and Oakland air- 
ports. Unfortunately, many of the 
Bay area attractions are in San 
Francisco, which is a trek from 
San Jose. Luckily in Chicago, 
Soldier Field is near downtown 
so you can visit the stadium and 
sightsee in one day trip. 

Best in the NFL: O.co Coliseum 
(Oakland Raiders). Levi’s 
Stadium’s neighbor to the north 
is a very short distance from the 
Oakland airport.

Cali calls. Bears fans answer

SANTA CLARA, Calif. It wasn’t a party bus that 
brought Kevin Overlin and his buddies to 
the Bears game Sunday night. 

It was a party plane. 

Overlin, of Lombard, and a dozen of his 
childhood friends from the Chicago suburbs 
flew into San Francisco on Friday to watch 
the Bears play the qqers. It is their ritual since 
the late 1990s: Every year they gather for a 
Bears road game. They’ve been to Denver, 
San Diego and Green Bay among other cities. 

This time they were a part of history 
Levi’s Stadium in Santa Clara welcomed fans 
Sunday for its regular-season home opener. 
It is the first new NFL stadium since 2010, 
when MetLife Stadium opened in New Jer- 
sey for the New Abrk Giants and Jets. 

For months, Levi’s Stadium officials have 
touted the features of the new $1.2 billion 
venue, including free Wi-Fi, an app to order 
food to your seat and light rail trains that 
drop off riders steps from the entrances. 

Chicagoans said it was some of these bells 
and whistles that enticed them to fly to the 
Bay Area for Sunday’s game. As they headed 
into the stadium, these fans drew parallels be- 
tween the 49ers’ new digs and Soldier Field. 

Levi’s Stadium’s first impression didn’t 
excite Overlin. He said he prefers stadiums 
shaped as bowls, not the rectangular form of 
Levi’s, which he described as a warehouse. 
One of his friends joked the stadium looked 
like a prison. Many of his pals complained 
about difficulty logging on to the Wi-Fi. 

Overlin also wasn’t thrilled with the tail- 


gating, which he found to be sparse. There 
are multiple parking lots for fans to cook 
out before the game, but RedEye noticed 
several of them were empty 

“The farther west we come, it seems like 
they don’t know how to tailgate,” said Over- 
lin, 41, adding that sometimes he starts tail- 
gating at 6 a.m. for an afternoon Bears game. 
Still, he said Levi’s may be too new to judge. 
“It’s their dress rehearsal; they get a pass.” 

The new stadium hype attracted Mark 
Rollo, 30, to decide two weeks ago to make 
the trek from Rockford with a few friends. 
They flew into Oakland on Friday, rented 
a car and stayed in San Jose. They said the 
hotel, game tickets and transportation cost 
less than $1,000. Rollo said Sunday’s game 
was his first Bears road game. 

“I was like, ‘We’ve got to check it out,’ ” 
he said. He added that “it looks way newer” 
than Soldier Field, which underwent a reno- 
vation a decade ago. 

Kim and Mike France, both of Lincoln 
Square, also stayed in San Jose after fly- 
ing into that city Saturday They said they 
found it easy to get to the stadium by train, 
a 40 -minute ride from San Jose. Typically 
they drive to Soldier Field. 

They described their first view of Levi’s 
Stadium as “awesome” and said it seemed 
to be bigger and cleaner than Soldier Field. 
The Frances said they occasionally see the 
Bears play on the road and didn’t want to 
pass up this opportunity 

“I do like a spectacle,” said Kim France, 39.

For Shonda Rhimes, Thursday is Thursday 
For much of America, Thursday might as well 
be renamed Shondaday in recognition of the 
TV savant’s prime-time conquest. 

As if the back-to-back helping of “Grey’s 
Anatomy” and “Scandal” weren’t enough 
Rhimes-stamped drama, ABC is adding a 
third series from ShondaLand, her produc- 
tion company to its Thursday lineup: “How 
to Get Away With Murder.” The legal thriller, 
which stars Oscar nominee Viola Davis, will 
close out the night beginning Sept. 25. 

“I think everybody else thinks it’s a bigger 
deal than I do,” Rhimes said by phone from 
an undisclosed location where she was “star- 
ing at an ocean that is not the Pacific Ocean.” 

“I know it’s an incredible amount of trust 
that’s being placed on me, I get that. ... But 
Fm not really thinking about, ‘Oh, Fm the 
Thursday queen.’ Uh, no. Fm thinking, 
‘ “Grey’s” has to be good, “Scandal” has to be 
good, and “Murder” has to be damn good.’ ” 
“It’s pretty extraordinary and historical,” 
said “Scandal’s” leading player, Kerry Washing- 
ton. ‘And it’s important. And fabulous. And to 
be celebrated. I don’t think Twitter is ready” 

It should be noted that, unlike on “Grey’s 
Anatomy” and “Scandal,” Rhimes is not the 
creator of “How to Get Away With Murder,” a 
sexy legal thriller. Peter Nowalk, a pupil of the 
ShondaLand academy as a writer and produc- 
er, came up with the concept. Rhimes serves 
as an executive producer and self-proclaimed 
dragon-in-waiting. 

“When Pete needs me to come out of the 
cage and yell at somebody I will come out of the 
cage and do what he needs me to do,” she said. 



It’s a skill Nowalk hopes to acquire as “How 
to Get Away With Murder” settles into the 
lineup, because the ability to react decisively 
in a moment, as Rhimes does, is key to run- 
ning a successful show, he said. “She has such a 
strong gut,” he said. “It’s like that moment in 
‘The September Issue’ where Anna Wintour 
goes through pictures and is like, ‘No, no, no, 
yes, yes, no.’ It’s exactly like that. She’s blunt. 
She’s Shonda.” 

What she’s created is an empire that is 
home to characters of various minority 
groups. “Scandal” stands as the first network 
television drama since 1974 with a black fe- 
male lead character. 

“It would be nice to feel like that was not 
a question anymore,” Rhimes said. “It’d be 
nice to feel like we weren’t constantly hav- 
ing every discussion from the perspective of 
a white male. ’Cause that’s what that is. ... I 
don’t know when that’s going to stop. But it’d 
be nice for it to stop at some point.”
